G.S.R. 758(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), the Central Government 
hereby exempts M|s. Sua Explosives and accessories Limited, Sua House, 45 
Eighty Feet Road, H.A.L. Third Stage, Bangalore-560075 from the operation 
of the provisions of sUb-itule (2) of rule 31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983, for 
import of non-electric detonator assemblies (80 ft. MS 500-540 units, 60 ft. 
MS 500-540 units, 30 ft. TLBS-750 units and 40 ft. TLBS-500 units) front 
U.S.A. by air for the use in trial in mines of Coal India Limited subject to the 
following conditions :— 

(1) the relevant provisions relating to the possession, transport, use and 
import of explosives as contained in the Explosives Rules 1983, ex¬ 
cept sub-rule (2) of rule 31 shall be strictly complied with ; 

(2) necessary clearance shall be obtained from the Director General 
Civil Aviation and International Airport Authority of Tndia and 
conditions, if any, imposed by the said authorities shall be strictly 
complied with; 

(3) the above-noted explosives manufactured by M|s. Ensign Brickford 
Company, Simebury, Connecticut, USA conforming to JJ.N. classi¬ 
fication No. 0361-Class 1.4B OHly shall be imported; 

(4) An explosive van licensed under the Explosives Rules 1983, shall 
be kept ready at the airport so that the above mentioned explosives 
can be removed from the aircraft after its landing expeditiously. The 
explosives shall be stored in a premises licensed under Explosives 
Rules, 1983 till the same is used in trial; 
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‘ (5) the aircraft shall .he, parked in a rtywte. place in the airport. The 
aircraft ajjfl tfie. explosives van shall be cordoned off by providing 
adequate number of security guards in consultation with Director 
Ggneraj pf Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives from 
aircraft to explosives van is started, The arrangement shall continue 
till* tta transfer m completed and the van duly locked leaves the 
site. No smoKing or use of naked light shall be permitted within 
the cordoned area ; and 

(6) the explosives van carrying the above mentioned cxpolsives shall 
proceed tq the storagp magazine licensed under Explosives Rules, 
1983 and no undue delay shall be made on the way and all relevant 
provisions of rules and, local, regulations shall be observed during 
the transportation.
